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„We know today how false is the legend 
that Abraham Lincoln at Gettysburg on 
November 19, 1863, spoke casually, un- 
aware of the significance of that moment 
for the future of Democracy. 

Lincoln rose to speak at a crisis ip the 
momentous struggle. He knew that the 
turning point had come. Months before 
he had been set back in the Congressional 
elections of November, 1862. For three 
terrible years, the struggle had raged 
without seeming to decide the issue. 
Treason worked within the ranks of the 
North, “Copperheads,” secret sympathizers 
with the South, and the faint-hearted of 
all stripes and breeds, cried ever louder 
in his ears, “Compromise” and “Truce.” 

But, on that gray day, Abraham Lin- 
coln searched deep into his soul and into 
the fourscore years of American historic 
struggle, and he knew that with this 
enemy of the people there can never be 
compromise or truce. He saw at last— 
to compromise with, to appease, to ignore 
the brutality of this enemy is to betray 
democracy and the hopes of the people to 
disaster and slavery.

In Washington’s bitter fight, it was the 
Tories; in Jefferson's it was the Federalist 
“monarch-men”; in Jackson’s it was the 
money-men and the Secessionists; in Lin- 
coln’s time, the enemy had already taken 
to the sword in the slave-holder’s rebel- 
lion. Today, this enemy of the people 
has become more ferocious, deadlier, more 
desperate than democracy has ever faced 
in the past. Today, this monster is Fas- 
cism; its horrible face is Hitler, and its 
brand is Munich. 

Lincoln spoke to the world because he 
knew that the world was deeply involved 
in the struggle. If a Chamberlain now 
conspires with a Hitler and a Daladier to 
strangle democracy, Lincoln knew then 
that a Gladstone, in the teeth of the Eng- 
lish people, was conspiring with American 
treason for the same purpose. 

But, Lincoln arose on that day to sum- 
mon the American people to battle! He 
summoned them to trample on the forces 
of despair, to take new courage for new 
attack. 

And he showed them, as they had 


were fighting and dying for :—‘“that gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people and 
for the people shall not perish from the 
earth.” 

On November 19, 1863, this gaunt 
son of the American working class, 
“who knew how to be great without 
ceasing to be good” (Karl Marx, May, 
1865) spoke not only to his own people. 
He spoke to the world. “The world,” he 
said, “will little note nor long remember 
what we say here, but it can never forget 
what they did here.” 

But today the world remembers both 
with a sense of dedication it has never 
felt so deeply before. The spirit of Lin- 
coln, once faced by a John Wilkes Booth, 
now confronts a new and more horrible ad- 
versary, a Hitler. And once more, the 
American people and the people of all lands 
find in Lincoln’s battle-cry of Gettysburg 
the summons to new struggle.

Dear Comrade Mike—This is a copy of a letter I received from 
my sister who recently escaped from Vienna. The ietier is self ex- 
nana tory and should interest you. 

Dear Henry: 

A thousand thanks for your affectionate comforting letter. How- 
ever, energetic and self reliant one used to be, it does a great lot of 
good at my time of life to feel there is somebody in the world who 
still thinks of one at times as of being in need of help and protection. 
God knows I have done my bit these last months, though I must 
admit I didn’t experience the least “molestation or slightest trouble 
in that hell of hells. But to know of all the other friends, too, who 
had and have to suffer, is enough for a lifetime of unrelenting hatred! 

Ever since August first I have been here and none the better for 
it; I knew it from the very beginning that it was only a temporary 
respite which might change into the most bloody chaos at any moment; 
but I had no choice at the time. I see complete debacle coming 
nearer every day—like an avalanche or a flood of lava, with no chance 
whatever of escape. 

My personal conviction ts that NO PART OF THE WORLD is 
safe from hte German pest—yours meluded—and the way the Powers 
stand by and contemplate. this fiendish spectacle with silent approval 
shows how utterly they deserve to be destroyed by those eighty million 
mechanized wild beasts. 

For the past five years I have been convinced that the Jews are 
ripe for destruction—or rather that the time fon it is past salvation. 
Few people are aware of the fact that Hitlerism means not only the 
end of Jewish culture but the end of all culture in general. It n 
worse than the raids of the Huns, because it is better organized and 
more consciously destructive, „ wee eee =. 2S 
to it just amlably tolerate it for fear of Bolshevism. 

I am far from ranking among the Socialists. I should ke to see 
our world go on peacefully as it did in the old days before the cataclysm 
fell upon us in 1914.
